W hich I note the rather, becauſe fee 
lome men write large books, and many

diſputat ions,t0 prove that the member 
of the old Engliſh Church are not to 
be ſuffered in any civil ſociety : which 
books and diſputations are (in my opi- 
nion) far better confuted by ſuch lives 
as M* Moors, then by volumes, 

And to patience how did he add bro- 
therly kindneſs ! A true Samantan, FE- 
very man was bis neighbour; loving to 

all, I cannot ſay to his exemres, becauſe 
I never heard he had any, for be walkt 
ſo far from offence toward God and 
man, that he attracted the love or wor- 
der rather, even of the froward, And 
though in theſe unhappy times diffe- 


rence in rel;0zon (as tis the nature of it) 


hath cauſed a vaſt difference in moſt 
mens affett:0ps, yet I cannot hear of any 
one man that ipoke one ſingle word 
an Mr: Moor; nor do I remember 
that T have heard him ſpeak ill of any 
one man or woman ; but I have heard 
him in general blame the men of this 
age for pulling down - - and looking 
iato other mens faults more then their 
own, He would fay, that he had oft

owr neighbours : the diſcourſe of moſt 
men now adays being nothing elle. 
And I confeſs I have ſeen him very oft 
(both in ſickneſs and health) upon the 
mention of ſchiſm, hereſie,or que, t, 
ſhake his head, and profeſs that he 
would not haye had the leaſt finger in 
the ruin of the Church of Enezlazd tor 
a million, 

Bur ler us go to the Colledge, ASk 
thoſe who were his contemporaries in 
Gonvile and Cams concerning him,and 
you ſhall hear them ( beſide all this) 
wonder at his contentednefs , his joy 
in the moſt private.condition (the moſt 
mean and toylſome employment)from 
firſt rolaſt, Though he had as many 
fair opportunities for preferment offer- 
ed him as any man, yet he fljghred 
them all , trampling this world under 
his feet : {aying, that ſince he was bur 
a paſſenger here, it was a folly not to 
behave himſelf as a traveller jn an inn; 
a madneſs to ſet his minde on ſuch 
things as there is »o-uſe of at his jour- 
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neys end; adding, that God ſent n0 man 
hither to get money. 
His contemporaries will tell -you, 
bow far he |\was from diſturbing the 
ce of the Society wherein he lived, 
fog beginning or fomenting any fa- 
&ion or ſedition in the Houſe, That 
he never asked any Fellow for his 
wore , nor politickly ( as the cuſtome 
is ) enquired before hand what other 
men would! do in any election, nor 
{poke one| word for any pupil of 
his ow» either to get a ſcholarſhip or 
fellowſhip (and yet even lately he had 
five or fs ſenior tellows at once in 
Caizs Colledge his own pupils ) bur 
he went on| his own road; choſe that 
 manwhom he in his ſoul thought fir- 
_ teſt for the place, fall how it would; & 
fo his vote oft- ſtood alone, doing no 


man any good, And though {ome 
laughed at his ſrngwularity , he had his 
reward within and above , which told 
him that a time would come ere long, 
when it wonld be declared by ftrange 
effets, that wealth was never che 
greateſt happineſs, nor worldly policy 
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of ME. William Moor. 


the beſt counſellour, that to he and for- 
ſwear for a good cauſe was no piety, 
and to do wickedneſs for the glory of 
God was ill worſhipping him. In a 
word, that there would come (as {ure 
25 that'God 1s true) a day of w1ſitation; 
when 'we ſhall all be/judged not by the 
flexible rules of our faRions or intereſts 
(non eſt judicium Dei ficut hominam ) 
but by che ſtraight regularities of the 
Word of God, by the rules of S. Paul,

- And thus he brought up his pupils, 
not chooſing the richeſt 1 ſuch as, be 


-ordinarily the tulips of the Univerſity, 


ſtay a while, onely to ſhow themſelves 
& ſee faſhions ) but ſuch as were of the 
choiceſt parts though neyer {o poor,and 
ſuch as he thought he was likely rodo 
moſt good upon: with whom he took 
more pains uſually in one day then ma- 
ny do in a moneth, knowing that do- 
ing good to them he did good not one- 
ly to ſingle perſons, bur ſometimes to 
whole families, whole pariſhes, whole 
Counties, & he made it his buſineſs to 
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principle them-in' true Relzgion as well 
as learning. {And now here be:pleaſed 
to behold and admire the. ſtrange ble(- 
ſing of God/upon his precepts and ex- 
ample; though I know many {cores of 
his pupils ( ſome in this and ſome in: 
other nations) yet I never knew: any; 
who continued not firm to thoſe good” 
principles which his Tucour- Moor jn-- 
ſtilled into him ( quo ſermel eff imbuta 
recens-)notwithſtanding all the tempta- 
tions of [chiſme and bhereſie,on the right: 
and on the left, both from Rome and:
